A SUPERGRAN from North¬ 
ampton who tackled a gang of 
sledge-hammer wielding rob¬ 
bers with her handbag should 
receive a medal, according to a 
war hero. 

Matt Croucher, who was award¬ 
ed the George Cross for outstand¬ 
ing bravery in Afghanistan for 
throwing himself on a grenade, 
wants Ann Timson to receive a 
commendation from the Queen. 

He was so impressed by the 
courage and bravery displayed by 
Ann in an armed attack on 
Michael Jones jewellers he has 
called for her to be put forward 
for a citation. 

Matt said: “I was shocked. I 


admire anyone who has the 
courage to stand up to armed 
robbers, but Ann Timson, an eld¬ 
erly woman, disregarded her own 
safety, risking grave injury or even 
her life. 

“With no hesitation, bearing just 
her handbag, Ann ran down the 
road to fight off four armed rob¬ 
bers, who were frantically break¬ 
ing into a jeweller’s shop. 

“Her courage and bravery is 
incredible and if it wasn't for her 
actions the thieves would have 
escaped.” 

The raid happened on Monday 
afternoon in Gold Street. After 
Ann had knocked two of the 
armed robbers off their motor¬ 
bike, only then did other passers- 
by come to assist. 

Ann, who is in her seventies and 


is retired, used to be a market 
trader in Northampton. 

She said: “I’d been shopping in 
the town and was on my way 
down Gold Street when I met a 
friend and stopped to have a chat. 

“I became aware of a loud 
revving noise at the top of the 
street. 

“I looked over and saw a kid run 
up to the doorway of the jewellers 
which is on the corner of Bridge 
Street. Three lads followed him 
and when I saw their arms going I 
thought the kid was being beaten 
up. 

“My mother’s instinct kicked in 
and I ran across the road shouting 
at the lads to stop it. 

“Only then did I realise that they 
were smashing glass and that it 
was a raid. 

“There was a scooter in my path 
revving up but by now I was in full 
flight and I started whacking the 
lads over the head with my shop¬ 
ping bag. 

“Passers by didn’t come to my 
assistance to begin with. I was 
amazed at that, but they all 
seemed mesmerised. 

“A lot were standing there film¬ 
ing or taking photos and I wonder 
whether more people didn’t inter¬ 
vene because they thought the 
raid was being mocked up. 

“In the cold light of day, I know I 
put myself in danger. But I proba¬ 
bly would do the same again. My 
red coat has now been packed 
away for the winter and my red 



hair is being dyed green. And my 
black shopping bag is having a 
rest today, to give it time to recov¬ 
er from its bruises.” 

Deputy Chief Constable Suzette 
Davenport said: “I have met with 
Ann and, on behalf of the Force, 
thanked her for what she did. 

“She demonstrated true com¬ 
munity spirit in wanting to help 
others but we should acknowl¬ 
edge that this did involve a clear 
element of risk.”

Service boss concerned over planned funding cut 


AN ‘essential’ service for the elderly and dis¬ 
abled could have its funding cut by the county 
council. 

Door-to-Door provides a minibus service for 
people who are unable to use normal public 
transport. 

The service, which makes about 32,000 trips 
a year and has 750 members, has been 
rumoured to be facing massive funding cuts 
by Northamptonshire County Council. 

It aims to make sure those who are not able 
to use regular transport still have access to a 
transport system. 

Manager Keith Goodwin (pictured) said: “We 
have heard all sorts of things and we never 
know what’s accurate. 

“Our circumstances are two-fold. Firstly 
there is the fact that all of the funding has been 
cut by 20 per cent. 

“And there are stories that there will be addi¬ 
tional cuts. And for us 20 per cent is quite a big 
chunk of money. 

“But we are still expected to provide the same 
service and we can’t cope with it. 

“We do fundraise and the council will just say 
we can get more money that way but the truth 
of the matter is that there just isn’t any money 
anywhere at the moment. We can’t go else¬ 
where for money. 

“We do 32,000 journeys a year and about half 



of those are taking everybody shopping and 
then the rest are social trips. 

“We are a lifeline for these people, if we had 
to cut one of the buses people wouldn’t be able 
to do their weekly shop. 

“I don’t know what the council are expecting 
to happen if they cut our funding.”

Plans to axe cash for bus 
services dubbed ‘crazy’

TOWN councillors have hit out at coun¬ 
ty bosses’ ‘crazy’ plans to axe subsidies 
for rural bus services. 

Cllr Martin Johns and Cllr Chris Lofts, of 
Towcester Town Council, claim the four 
bus routes in Towcester - the 86, 87, RL2 
and CB - will be forced to shut if 
Northamptonshire County Council pass 
proposals to withdraw extra funding for 
the public transport service. 

Cllr Johns said: “This is another exam¬ 
ple of the Tories cutting services used by 
the young, old and vulnerable. 

“The crazy thing is this Tory led county 
council are still planning new bus shel¬ 
ters in Towcester at the very same time as 
cutting bus services.” 

Cllr Lofts said: “I accept that hard deci¬ 
sions need to be made in these difficult 


times, but this is a step too far. Someone 
has to challenge these decisions that will 
cause hardship for people with no choice 
about how they travel. Rural communi¬ 
ties need local bus services, they are 
vital.” 

The consultation on the subsidy ended 
on Tuesday and a decision is set to be 
made at Northamptonshire County 
Council’s full council meeting on 
February 24. 

A spokesman for the county council 
said: “The council currently subsidises 
private bus companies to keep routes 
running where low passenger numbers 
mean the service is not commercially 
viable. 

“Some routes receive marginal subsi¬ 
dies while other routes are more heavily 
subsidised. 

“There has been an ongoing review of 
subsidised routes taking place for over a 


year now and it is currently being carried 
out into all of the subsidies which are 
paid. 

“Following the proposed removal of the 
current subsidy budget it is proposed a 
budget of £700,000 is set up for new 
transport systems. 

“Proposals are currently being drawn 
up but these could include car-sharing 
schemes and demand response trans¬ 
port such as Call Connect services simi¬ 
lar to the one which already exists in the 
north of the county. 

“The council will also talk with com¬ 
mercial bus companies to help and sup¬ 
port them amend and tailor the commer¬ 
cial services that they deliver to assist in 
meeting the transport needs of the com¬ 
munity and, in some cases, it may be that 
some element of subsidy could be the 
most cost-effective way of delivering 
transport services for communities.” 


Fewer people dying 
on county’s roads 


THE number of fatali¬ 
ties and serious injuries 
on Northamptonshire 
roads has hit a 50 year 
low, according to new 
figures. 

Statistics from The 
Northamptonshire 
Casualty Reduction 
Partnership show that 
the total number of 
people killed or serious¬ 
ly injured on the roads 
in 2010 was 298 com¬ 
pared to 392 in 2009. 

In total, 25 people 
died on the county’s 
roads last year - the 
lowest death toll since 
1960. 

In 2009, 34 people lost 
their lives, 35 were 
killed in 2008, 57 in 
2007 with 74 losing 
their lives in 2006. 


In a joint statement, 
Brian Ronaghan and 
John Spencer, Casualty 
Reduction Partnership 
Managers for Northants 
Police and 

Northampton County 
Council said: “This is 
the first time less than 
300 people have been 
killed or seriously 
injured on the county’s 
roads and, at 25, the 
number of fatalities at a 
50 year low. 

“We must not forget 
that behind each statis¬ 
tic is a grieving family 
or someone coming to 
terms with a life-chang¬ 
ing injury. 

“We will strive to do all 
we can to continue to 
reduce casualties in 
2011 .”

Four men were arrested in con¬ 
nection with the attempted robbery. 

The four men, Patrick Spencer 
O’Brien, Terry Ingles, Jason Hartless 
and Michael Sharpe aged 18, 22, 25 
and 39, were all apprehended short¬ 


ly after the incident which took 
place at Michael Jones Jewellers, on 
the corner of Gold Street and Bridge 
Street. They were due to appear 
before Northampton Magistrates 
yesterday. 

Police are still looking for a further 
two people who are believed to have 
been involved in the incident. 

Both are believed to be men and 
were wearing crash helmets after 
arriving at the scene on a motor¬ 
bike.

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Protesters vow to 
keep on fighting

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to keep 
St James library open have not 
ruled out taking legal action if 
they lose their fight. 

The protesters believe the deci¬ 
sion to axe it is ‘outrageous’. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council wants to close it along 
with seven other libraries and two 
mobile services in order to save 
£790,000. 

Across the county, people have 
been up in arms against the 
threat of seeing their library shut 
and are doing all they can to get 
the decision reversed. 

One of the people trying to save 
St James library from closing is 
Graham Croucher. 

He said: “We have done very 
well so far and had more than 50 
people at the Carnival of 
Resistance which was attended 
by Alan Moore. 

“We got more than 1,000 signa¬ 
tures on our petition in support 
of keeping the library open. 

“We have also produced a 129 
page document giving our rea¬ 


sons why the library should not 
close and we hope they take 
notice of it. 

“We think the county council’s 
whole policy is flawed. 

“We could keep the library open 
but it would cost an extra 
£5,000/£6,000 if we used volun¬ 
teers but it would all be much 
poorer as we would not be on line 
and would not have the pool of 
books - we would fold in a year. 

“We have not ruled out legal 
action and taking this to the Local 
Government Ombudsman.” 

Mr Coucher felt closing the 
library was ‘outrageous’ as St 
James is a deprived area and a lot 
of children use the library for 
homework clubs. 

He added: “We aim to build on 
the Friends of the Library group. 

“We want to see better signage 
as you can’t park outside and 
unless you know the library is 
there you wouldn’t know. 

“We want to hold readings to lift 
the profile and there is scope for it 
to be used more than it is now. 

“There is plenty of potential and 
we don’t think this (closing it) is a 
good idea.” 


Lib Dems plan 
library reversal 

THE opposition at County Hall 
is determined to get the 
potential library closures 
reversed. 

Liberal Democrat spokes¬ 
person for children and young 
people on Northamptonshire 
County Council, Cllr Jenny 
Conroy, said: “We have an 
alternative budget which will 
be put forward next Tuesday. 

“We have found a way of 
reversing this decision by 
finding money from elsewhere. 

“This has been through 
scrutiny and we think it is too 
much too soon. 

“Libraries are really important 
for our young people and 
communities. 

“I believe those proposals will 
have a seriously detrimental 
effect across the County. 

“We must fight for our 
libraries.”

While the industry would like to promote the 
idea that shooting birds is a natural and produc¬ 
tive activity designed to put food on the table, 
the savage truth was revealed in the January 19 
edition of Shooting Times by the chairman of the 
Game Farmers’ Association, Jonathan Crow. 

The cost of presenting a live pheasant to the 
guns, Crow calculated, is £35, whereas the value 
of the dead bird is just 25p. 

That is, the birds are essentially worthless once 
dead because there is no market for them. 

Their ‘value’ is to act as a live target for wealthy 
guns, whose pleasure is derived from extinguish¬ 
ing life.

Time to take the party politics 
out of the planning decisions 


I WAS delighted that at the 
Northampton Borough 
Council meeting last week 
Liberal Democrat and 
Conservative councillors 
joined forces to support a 
‘Town Centre First’ Policy to 
promote retail, business and 
leisure development in the 
heart of our town. 

In doing so, together, we 
endorsed the coalition 
Government’s active promo¬ 
tion of a ‘town centre first’ 
approach to protecting and 
improving town centres all 
over Britain, as clearly stated 
in a speech by Eric Pickles 
MP last November.

We also agree with, and 
endorse the statement by 
Mr Pickles, that the govern¬ 
ment is not against all out of 
town retail development, but 
that proposals should be 
judged by their impact on 
town centres. 

During a good cross party 
debate, the Lib Dems also 
accepted the Conservatives’ 
point about Northampton 
needing a town wide regener¬ 
ation and investment policy. 

Just such an approach is 
reflected in the West 
Northamptonshire Joint Core 


Strategy. In addition, 
Conservative councillors 
have welcomed the Central 
Area Action plan, which puts 
just the same priority on a 
‘town centre first’ approach 
to planning. 

It is no good councillors 
saying one thing to win votes, 
and something completely 
different when in a council 
meeting, so I look forward to 
Conservative statements 
reflecting the common 
ground they have with us 
over this issue as we lead up 
to the council elections in 
May. 

It’s time to take party poli¬ 
tics out of planning decisions.

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A 336-TONNE mountain of glass has been 
collected over Christmas and New Year 
thanks to Northampton’s growing number 
of keen recyclers. 

The amount of glass being recycled in the 
town has been steadily increasing since 
kerbside glass collections were first intro¬ 
duced by Northampton Borough Council 
in June 2009, as the latest figures show 

Over 560 tonnes were collected in 
December and January compared to 518 
tonnes at the same time last year. Post 
Christmas kerbside collections alone 
brought in more than 336 tonnes of glass 
compared to 224 tonnes the month before. 

Councillor Trini Crake, Northampton 
Borough Council cabinet member for the 
environment, said: “Recycling just one 
glass bottle saves enough energy to run a 
Nintendo Wii for five hours, which just 
goes to show how with very little effort we 
can save energy. 

“It takes around three to four thousand 
glass bottles to make up one tonne and so 
the mountain of glass Northampton resi¬ 
dents have put out for collection shows 
just how dedicated they are to recycling.” 

The glass collected is due to leave the 
town’s Westbridge Depot for Barnsley 
where it will be melted down and used to 
make new glass bottles and jars. 


County MPs claimed 
£30k between them

MORE than £30,000 was claimed 
between three MPs in the county 
last year. 

Figures released by the 
Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority last week 
show all claims made by all MPs 
between May and October 2010. 

Conservative members Brian 
Binley, MP for Northampton 
South, Andrea Leadsom, who rep¬ 
resents South Northamptonshire, 
and Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, claimed a 
total of £30,487.38 between them. 

Mr Binley claimed £14,699.82, of 
which £3,877.50 was for pooled 
staffing services. The claim also 


included £6,083.32 for rented 
accommodation. 

Mrs Leadsom received £6,523.68 
and she claimed the same 
amount for pooled staffing 
resources as Mr Binley as well as 
£1,500 for a computer. 

Mr Ellis claimed £9,263.88 of 
which £7,236.65 was for rented 
accommodation. 

Mrs Leadsom said: “I think it is 
fantastic that our expenses are 
now published; open and clear. I 
only claim the expenses that my 
office needs to run smoothly - my 
team are very conscious that 
office supplies come from public 
money and they use them 
carefully. 

“As a committed constituency 
MP I do write a lot of letters on 


behalf of and to my constituents.” 

Mr Ellis said: “I have supported 
the changes to the expenses sys¬ 
tem since I was a candidate. The 
previous system was undoubtedly 
broken and I am glad claims are 
publicly available online so the 
voters can hold MP to account. 

“I took the decision personally 
not to claim for food, mileage or 
train fares. I can claim for this but 
I have not made these claims for 
nine months. 

“I take the view that the people 
of Northampton pay these things 
out of their salary and so I do. 

“I do claim for a one bedroom 
flat in London, office costs and a 
Blackberry phone I have.” 

Mr Binley had no comment to 
make.

Restaurant owner’s concern 
over immigration cap impact

A CURRY house in Northampton 
is ‘looming towards crisis’ 
because of the government’s 
immigration cap. 

Nas Islam, the owner of Saffron 
restaurant, Castilian Street, 
Northampton, believes that the 
coalition’s recent cap on immi¬ 
gration is affecting his business, 
as he can no longer bring in 
skilled staff from abroad. 

He made his point after cele¬ 
brating winning East Midlands 
Restaurant of the year. 


Mr Islam said: “As well as cele¬ 
brating the success of 
Northampton’s oldest surviving 
Indian restaurant, I also want 
to acknowledge the present skills 
shortage within the South Asian 
restaurant industry which is 
looming towards crisis level. 

“Recent legislation dictates that 
recruitment can only be taken 
from within the EU community; 
unfortunately these skills do not 
exist within those countries. 

“The short term solution is to 
relax the immigration cap tem¬ 
porarily in relation to these occu¬ 
pational shortages whist an infra¬ 


structure can be created to train 
curry chefs from within the UK. 

“Unfortunately, in-house train¬ 
ing which takes up to five years is 
a luxury that cannot be afforded 
by an industry who generally can 
only just maintain their core staff 
in these times of deep recession.” 

Last year, Mr Islam launched a 
campaign to market his restau¬ 
rant as “Bangladeshi” rather than 
Indian in recognition that 
approaching 85 per cent of 
Indian restaurants across the 
UK are owned, staffed and man¬ 
aged by the Bangladeshi commu¬ 
nity.

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Bid to rid our county 
of illegal fly-tipping

FRIDGES, sofas and photo¬ 
copiers are not what you what 
expect to see on the side of the 
road, ruining the idyllic country¬ 
side views of Northamptonshire. 

Unfortunately these are the sort 
of items that can be seen dumped 
by fly-tippers on the county’s 
highways. 

But now the Northamptonshire 
Waste Partnership, which is made 
up of the county council and the 
seven districts and borough 
councils, is increasing its efforts 
to address this issue by raising 
awareness about the problem, 
including how to report fly-tip- 
ping and about people’s responsi¬ 
bilities with regard to disposing of 
waste. 

In Northamptonshire, around 
1,000 incidents of fly-tipping are 
reported to councils every month 
and it’s estimated that clearing 
this illegally dumped waste costs 
the county in excess of £650,000 a 
year - a bill that ends up being 
picked up by council tax payers. 

Councillor Chris Millar, chair of 
the Northamptonshire Waste 
Partnership said: “Fly-tipping 
costs the county hundreds of 
thousands of pounds each year. 

“It’s an eyesore, it’s illegal and 
there’s simply no excuse. In the 



current financial climate, it’s clear 
that we need to address this issue 
so that taxpayers are no longer 
forced to pick up the bill for other 
people’s selfishness.” 

Work will also take place to raise 
residents ‘awareness about their 
responsibilities when disposing 
of waste, or paying someone to 
remove it for them, as if they do 
not use a registered waste carrier, 
they risk fines of up to £5,000. 

People who fly-tip anywhere 
face fines of up to £50,000. 

Cllr Heather Smith, county 
council cabinet member for high¬ 
ways, minerals and waste said: 
“Whether you’re having work 
done on your house or just a clear 


out, you need to make sure your 
rubbish ends up in the right place 
and not just dumped on the side 
of the road. 

“You can take items to your 
nearest household waste recy¬ 
cling centre but if you are paying 
for someone to remove your rub¬ 
bish for you, you must make sure 
that person has a waste carrier’s 
license. 

“Businesses have to pay to leave 
rubbish at a recycling centre, so 
there’s a chance that some 
unscrupulous traders might take 
your money and fly-tip your rub¬ 
bish - if you’ve not checked them 
out first, you could still be held 
responsible and risk a hefty fine.”

Illegal workers caught in 
agency sting

FOUR illegal workers - including the 
head chef - have been caught by the UK 
Border Agency at a restaurant in 
Northampton. 

Officers from the Local Immigration 
Team for Bedfordshire and West 
Northamptonshire, supported by officers 
from Northamptonshire Police, raided 
the Mandarin Buffet in Octagon Way on 
Wednesday, February 2. 

Immigration checks revealed that four 
members of staff, three Chinese men and 
one Indonesian man, were working with¬ 
out permission. 

Two of the men - the 42-year-old head 
chef and the 37-year-old Indonesian - 
were failed asylum seekers. 

The other two men - a 25-year-old and 
a 24-year-old - were both illegal entrants 
to the UK. 

The three Chinese men were arrested, 
while the Indonesian, who was already 
answering immigration bail, but ignoring 
the rules denying him the right to work, 
was ordered from the premises. 

The UK Border Agency is working to 
remove all the men from the country. 

Immigration Officer Alex Swain said: 
“We carry out operations week-in, week- 
out targeting rogue employers and immi¬ 
gration offenders. 

“We are sending a simple, clear message 
to people flouting the law - more raids 
are planned and you will be caught.

MONEY secured from developers 
will benefit local communities 
after a new deal has been signed. 

Since being established, West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation has secured nearly 
£50million in developer contribu¬ 
tions to infrastructure, through 
section 106 agreements related to 
planning permissions. 

The funding is transferred to rel¬ 
evant bodies, including the local 
authorities, so it can be invested 
in local infrastructure spanning 
transport, education, healthcare 
and community facilities. 

WNDC has signed an agreement 
with Northampton Borough 
Council, and the corporation can 


start to transfer some funding to 
the council so it can be invested 
in the town. 

WNDC’s chief executive Peter 
Mawson said: “It’s vital that we 
support Northampton’s growing 
communities by investing in 
infrastructure ranging from new 
roads and schools to parks and 
leisure facilities. 

“So far we have secured nearly 
£50million in developer contribu¬ 
tions to infrastructure and there is 
more in the pipeline. 

“It is just one of the ways we are 
raising funding to invest in 
Northampton’s future.” 

Cllr Richard Church, cabinet 
member with responsibility for 
planning and regeneration, said: 
“This is really good news for com¬ 
munities across Northampton as 


it ensures that any new building 
and development brings with it 
much-needed funds which we 
can use to improve our parks and 
community facilities for the 
future.” 

By using a standard charge sys¬ 
tem, WNDC has been able to 
negotiate significant levels of 
developer contributions to infra¬ 
structure when it determines 
planning applications. 

This includes over £9m for the 
450 home Grange Park scheme, as 
well as £8.7m for the 550 home 
Princess Marina Development in 
Northampton. 

Nearly £50m has been secured 
to date, which will be collected 
during the course of new develop¬ 
ments. Almost £4m has been 
received so far.

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Getting 
to know 
Nash... 



KATE Nash can literally be described as the 
definition of perpetual motion. 

The singer/songwriter, who will perform in 
Northampton next month, cannot keep still for 
five minutes. 

She finds it very difficult to relax and can only 
remain seated by gripping onto the arm of the 
sofa to stop herself moving. 

Kate said: “Being relaxed - I find it difficult to 
relax in every way. My whole body trembles and I 
just can’t, not even for five minutes. 

“I have to grip the edge of the sofa and I can’t 
even relax in the bath and have to get out after 
five minutes.” 

It is not something she enjoys, as being able to 
chill and put her feet up is something which she 
believes is lacking from her life.

to do this but I had to do it.” 

Kate also felt she had made a

FOOTBALL 

AFTER the goal glut in the previous match 
against Crewe Alexandra, Northampton Town 
fans could have been forgiven for expecting 
the Cobblers to romp past struggling Barnet 
on Saturday. 

Sadly, football is a cruel mistress. The Bees 
held firm to secure a 0-0 draw at Sixfields 
and a valuable point for their battle against 
relegation at a windswept Sixfields. 

But the hosts were not without their 
chances. Billy McKay was denied only by the 
crossbar, while it took a fine save from Barnet 
keeper Jake Cole to prevent Ryan Gilligan 
scoring from a header. 

Afterwards, Northampton manager Ian 
Sampson tried to focus on the positives, but 
conceded that he was left frustrated by the 
weather conditions. 

“It’s the first clean sheet we’ve had for a 
while, but when it’s scrappy like that you need 
to take the chances that come your way,” he 
said. 

“Unfortunately with the two chances we 
had, one hit the bar and the other was a good 
save from the goalkeeper. 

“We have to be clinical. We were against 
Crewe but we weren’t against Barnet.” 

Before the match, Sampson made it clear 
that Paul Fairclough’s side would be no 
pushovers, despite starting the day in the 
League Two drop zone. 

The Cobblers also have an appalling record 
against Barnet, which now stands at only four 
wins from the 22 league and cup meetings 
between the sides. 

“They were on the front foot and they put 


us under a lot of pressure,” said Sampson, 
adding: “We couldn’t get anything going, but 
we got through to 0-0 at half time and re¬ 
grouped a little bit. 

“In the second half, I don’t think they 
troubled us but like I said, we had two 
chances and you need one of them to go in 
when it’s scrappy. 

“Not so long ago they went to Bradford and 
won up there, which is a difficult task. 

“They stuck to it really well and, although I 
thought we dominated the second half, it was 
a tough game and one that wasn’t helped 
with the conditions.” 

Sampson was also without John Johnson, 
Leon McKenzie and Andy Holt due to injury, 
although Holt and McKenzie were both on the 
bench after asking the boss if they could be 
involved. 

The trio should have recovered in time to 
travel to Port Vale on Saturday, although 
Sampson was impressed with the 
performances of stand-ins Paul Rodgers, 
Francis Laurent and McKay. 

He said: “They all did reasonable job. Paul 
was excellent at the back and Francis showed 
little glimpses of what he’s going to be about, 
and lifted the crowd up. 

“Billy worked hard and probably needed that 
one to go in to cap a decent performance for 
him. They didn’t let us down and it just shows 
that we’ve got a bit of strength in depth.” 

Weekend opponents Vale currently occupy 
the final play-off place and are nine points 
ahead of Northampton. However, they have 
only managed two wins in the nine games 
since boss Mickey Adams departed for 
Sheffield United. 



Jim hails second

THERE was a scurrilous rumour in one of Satur¬ 
day’s national papers that Northampton Saints 
don’t care about the LV= Cup. 

The competition itself may be below the Aviva 
Premiership and Heineken Cup on Jim Mallinder’s 
list of priorities, but a defeat at home to Leeds 
Carnegie in the final pool match would have been 
unacceptable for the club’s director of rugby. 

At half time, that potential upset appeared to be 
very much on the cards. The Yorkshiremen had 
stormed into a 19-12 lead as the hosts struggled to 
cope with their offloading and failed to prevent 
them getting quick ball. 

But it was a different Northampton side that 
emerged for the second half, no doubt after a se¬ 
vere tongue-lashing from the coaching staff, and 
Mallinder admitted afterwards that he was at a loss 
to explain their abject showing in the first 40 min¬ 
utes. 

“I don’t know what it was, but we certainly spoke 


about it at half time and they came out in the sec¬ 
ond half and defended a lot better,” he said after 
his side had claimed a 38-24 win. 

“I think the players knew, but we certainly re¬ 
minded them what they needed to do. 

“We knew they would come here and attack us. 
They play as a team and if you just hang off a little 
bit, don’t go forward and aren’t aggressive enough 
then that’s what happens. 

“We just needed more enthusiasm when defend¬ 
ing. Our attack wasn’t too bad, but defensively we 
were slow to get off the floor, we had no line speed 
and we were letting them get around too easily 
every time.” 

Leeds went ahead on ten minutes through an un¬ 
converted try by James Tincknell after Shane Ger- 
aghty had missed an early penalty attempt.

New rules could make ‘spectacular’ 
start to new season, says ace Sutil 


FORMULA ONE 

ADRIAN Sutil is anticipating that the rule 
changes for the 2011 season will give him 
plenty to think about while racing after Force 
India unveiled their challenger for the new 
Formula One season. 

The Silverstone-based team unveiled the 
VJM04 (pictured] on Tuesday ahead of the next 
round of testing in Jerez, having used their 2010 
car for final data gathering at Valencia last week. 

New regulations this year mean that double 
rear diffusers have been banned. Movable rear 
wings have now been introduced, while the 
KERS system also makes a return. 

“For a driver it’s going to be quite busy in the 
cockpit,” said Sutil. “There’s the KERS to activate, 
the moveable rear wing and the usual 
adjustments to engine settings and brake 
balance. 

“Getting everything right and in the right order 
will take getting used to, but it’s something we 
are working on very hard in the simulator. 

“It’s a question of making sure you have the 
rhythms right and then it just becomes normal. 

“But the first few races will be interesting, 
even spectacular, as everyone gets used to it.” 

After a strong start to the season, Force India’s 
challenge faded as the year drew to a close 
with Sutil missing out on a top ten finish in the 
final drivers standings. 

The aim of technical director Andrew Green 
and his team has been to ensure that the drop¬ 
off in the second half of the year does not 
happen again, while they have also been

focused on improving the car’s performance on 
high-downforce circuits. Sutil said: “Last year 
we started the season really strongly and I was 
qualifying in the top ten at most races and 
regularly scoring points before the summer 
break, but then the second part of the year was 
a bit more challenging. 

“We were still developing but the other teams 
had a quicker development rate, which meant 
we dropped some points. 

“It’s something we’ve worked really hard to 
address this year, tieing everything in together 
with regards the wind tunnel, track work and 
the design process back in the factory. 

“We’ve got targets to finish at least one spot 
higher than last year so consistency has got to 
be key. As for podiums, why not? We should 
certainly be in the mix at some races.”

But with Ashton away on international duty, the 
former New Zealand international has been back in 
the starting XV and believes that Northampton 
have the strength in depth to cope without their 
England stars. 

“We did that in the autumn internationals and 
we’ve got to show that we can do it again,” said 
Reihana. 

“With the internationals away we have got to 
step up and the guys that fill those jerseys have 
got to earn the right to be there and help the 
team. There’s no reason why we can’t. We’ve done 
it before and we’ve got to make sure we step up 
and do it again.” 



BOWLS 

NEIL McKee was edged out in the Champion of 
Champions final by a single shot as he finished 
runner-up to England Junior International Ashley 
Clipston. 

Kingsthorpe IBC’s McKee made it through to

McKee and Sharpe will be joined by Calvin 
Carpenter for the over-50s triples against the 
Malvern Hills IBC rink in the last 32 on Tuesday. 

The busy week for McKee continues on 
Thursday when he plays in the mixed fours last 
32 alongside wife Yvonne, son Neil and Sharon 
Tansley against Andy Bailey’s Tamworth IBC 
rink.
